In a run off election, President of the Student Council Andy 
Zazopoulos was selected Northern Essex’s first Student Advisory 
Commissioner. 


Andy will attend meetings with commissioners from the other 
Mass. Community Colleges to discuss common problems and make 
recommendations to one of the commissioners who is elected their 
chairman, 

The chairman of the commission will sit on the Massachusetts 
Board of Regional Community Colleges as a full voting member. 
Originally, seven students were nominated for the position, They 
were; Brian Angus; Robin Glackin, Michelle Lamarche, Timothy 
J, Loring, Kathy Pappalardo, Stephen Sussman and Andrew Zazopou- 
los. 

At a ‘‘Meet the Candidates Forum”’ on the Wednesday before the 
elections (Feb. ll) Robin Glackin dropped from the race for reasons 
he described as ‘‘personal.’’ 

The polling booth was scheduled to be located only on the upper- 
level of the Summer St. gym but vocal protests from students who 
have most of their classes at ChadwichSt. forced the Student Council 
to also locate a polling place in the Bradford campus’ lounge. 

At the conclusion of the first election, there was a tie hetwaan 
Kathy Pappalardo and Andy Zazopoulos; they both received 101 votes. 
The other election results ran as follows; Tim Loring - 88, Brian 
Angus - 36, Michelle Lemarche - 42, Stephen Sussman - 44. 


WHO SHOULD RUN AGAIN? 


There was some debate about who the candidates for the run-on 
election should be; Tim Loring felt he should be allowed to run again 
because his total was so close to the tying vote with 88. The election 
committee of the Student Council ruled that the run-off election was 
being held only because there was a tie, therefore, only Pappalardo 
and Zazopoulos should be allowed to run again, 


Over a period of two days (Feb, 25-26) 514 students cast ballots 
Kathy Pappolardo garnered 196 of the total vote and Zazopoulos 318. 
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WHY? 


What Groups Are Doing Now 


The following is a brief list of activities that a number of groups 
organizing for April 22 have suggested or planned. It gives some idea 
of the broad scope of activities in which those groups supporting 
‘*Environmental Day’’ are now engaged, 


COLLEGES 

Establish seminars, independent studies and 
courses on population growth and environmental 
problems. 

Present special awards to polluters. 

Organize law student groups to draft model 
legislation and anti-pollution suits to develop 
courses on environmental law. 

Organize a speakers’ bureau of faculty and 
other experts to address on- and off-campus 
groups. 

Set up a university office of environmental 
planning to see that the university is not a 
polluter, and to monitor plans for university 
expansion. 

Establish a research and information center 
for local groups and industries which need 
scientific advice on pollution control. 

Hold environmental marches and rallies at 
pollution sites. 

Apply pressure‘on local and federal agencies 
to implement environmental preservation con- 
trols. 

Aid local conservation groups in their efforts 
to preserve the environment. 

Conduct an ‘‘Environmental Scavenger Hunt’? 
to find visible evidence of pollution and present 
it tothe appropriate source or regulatory agency. 

Present an ‘‘Earth Concert,’ ‘‘Ecology Film 
Festival,’’ or photo display. 

Write, distribute, and publicize reports on 
local pollution problems, 

Hold 2 mock funeral for an internal combus- 
tion engine. 

Shine a large spotlight at night on Lelching 
smokestacks, 

Encourage universities to insert pollution 
criteria in regulations for cars on campus. 

Assist high schools with April 22 organiza- 
tion and with developing an environmental curri- 
culum, 

Display exhibits of local water, dead fish, and 
other victims of pollution that dramatize the 
danger. 

COMMUNITY 

Arrange an organizational meeting of local 
action groups to coordinate a common effort 
on the enviroment, 

Set up environmental hot-line to which people 
can report pollution offenses. 

Hold well-publicized Environmental Inventory , 
Tours of local offenders, For example, a cara- 
van of buses stopping at pollution sites. 

Schedule environmental experts to speak at 
civic groups and social clubs. 

Work closely with high school and college 
groups. 

Prepare law suits against polluters, 

Appear on local radio, television interviews 
and talk shows, and sponsor environmental 
*«spots’’ on TV and radio. 

HIGH SCHOOLS 

Organize participatory debates and speaker 
discussions; invite local polluters to expla.n 
their policies. 

Develop a ‘‘Pollution Track-Down’’ for stu- 
dents to locate local polluters, 

Establish an environmental curriculum. 

Create~ an environmental fair with films, 
photographic displays, and exhibits of polluted 
water, dead fish, etc. 

Build an environmental center down-town to 
involve citizens in discussion of ecological 
problems. 

Distribute buttons, bumper stickers, and post~ 
ers. 

Coordinate letter-writing campaigns to pri- 
vate industry and legislators. 

Hold mass phone-ins to industrial polluters, 

Encourage science projects on environment- 
al problems, 

Request the PTA to support anti-pollution 
drives and involve parent groups in April 22,

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Students practice teach in area schools 


In the past, a large percentage of students who have graduated from 
Northern Essex, have transferred into a state teachers school, such 
as Salem State. This implies the desire of many students to enter 
into some field of education as a career. The Student Teachers Club 
at NECC offers the student a unique opportunity to observe various 
levels and areas of education. This enables an individual to have a 
more realistic basis upon which to decide whether education will be 
their field of study. 

The weekly meetings consist of open discussions concerning the 
different methods used by teachers as well as the exchange of infor- 
mation helpful to students persueing an educational career, The high- 
lights of the club’s activities is the opportunity for each member to 
go into a school system and participate in actual classroom work with 
the aid of the teacher, Of the twenty-one active members, seventeen

Does the student have the right 
to criticize the faculty? Does he 
have the right to object to teaching 
methods? Have you ever asked 
yourself these questions? If not, 
ask yourself now! 

Are you satisfied with the way 
your professors are presenting 
material to you? Are you satisfied 
with your grades? But most im- 
portant of all, if you believe that 
there are inequities, how would 
you voice your complaint? 

The subject of giving the stu- 
dent more say in his school is 
certainly an issue that most of 
us are familiar with. Everyday 
we read of student takeovers and 
other methods of open dissent. 
But at the same time, these very 
complaints are arowsing a kind 
of hatred in others. Open violence 
and destruction are objectionable 
to many of us, Sure, we all have 
our ‘‘beefs,’? but what can be 
accomplished by physical means. 
We need to sit down and establish 
a set of values, then go onsensi- 
bly from there. We need some 
type of foundation from which we 
may voice just reason for com- 
plaint. We just can’t run around 
and raise hell, 


This is all very general and’ 


applies to the whole academic 
community from president to 
janitor, But, what about a specif- 
ic problem like student-teacher 
relationships? Can we establish 
or attempt to establish boundar- 
ies for teachers to work in? Have 
we the right to impose any code 
upon those who are our academic 
superiors? 

Teachers at this school are a 
very close-knit group. Each de-

partment has its own head andits 
own meetings. The faculty as a 
whole, meets every so often. Each 
of the faculty centered meetings 
has its own rules and regulations. 
But what happens when one teach- 
er and thirty students have a 
meeting? Who establishes the 
rules and regulations? The teach- 
er. The only one who tells the 
teacher how to get along with 
you is the teacher himself. 

What can you and I do to cor- 
rect what we consider an injus- 
tice? 

We have to accept the fact that 
professors are more knowledg- 
able than we in their respective 
fields. There may be certain 
deviations from this rule of 
thumb, but generally it holds true, 
The professor may lecture, show 
films, demonstrate,..do anything 
he wants to convey his knowledge 
to the students. Students either 
accept or don’t accept. 

In the case of a science or 
math course, you aredealing with 
concrete, proven material. There 
is little room for interpretation. 
But in the humanities, you as a 
student are free to interpret. 
Free to give opinion without being 
right or wrong. This we all under- 
stand. But what if a teacher de- 
cided to pull surprize quizzes, 
decided to treat students as fifth 
graders, decided to grade you on 
presentation when factual infor- 
mation seemed to be the aim of 
the question. What would you do? 
These are the situations that 
exist today. You know it and I 
know it. Let me tell you how I 
attempted to complain and what 
happened: 


For reasons J needn’t mention, I willnotuse names, I have a class 


which I consider to be contradictory, The teacher originally gave us 
his guidelines for grading. No sooner had two tests gone by then he 
began to grade contrary to his primary stated position, More impor- 
tant than that, the rest of the class enjoyed what others had to say 
more than those receiving the best grades. In fact, the best grade 
was awarded to a person who most definitely broke one of the teach- 
er’s basic rules. Obviously, our views and the teacher’s were not 
meeting eye to eye. I talked to the teacher about this very matter 
and received a ‘‘let’s wait and see” answer. I can’t wait, By March 
16 I am committed. After that date, I can’t change courses without 
penalty.

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Michaelangelo Antonioni’s 
“Zabriskie Point’? could easily 
have been the work of a ten 
year old child, That’s about the 
equivalent of talent it took to 
direct this movie. It was a slow 
moving, horribly ambiguous ex- 
cuse for a film. The actorscould 
hardly be called so because they 
were not given a chance to dis- 
play their talents. Perhaps if 
the director hadn’t been so wor- 
ried about conveying the ultimate 
message, he could have concen- 
trated more on plot, acting, and 
ACTION! By the time one could 
figure out the gist of the story 
it was too late to enjoy it. 
Granted, the movie cauSes one to 
think, but about what? Police 
brutality? Rebellious students? 
Casual love affairs? Orgies? 
Good God, people don’t have to 
think about this type of thing, 
they have to live with it! This 
is the type of movie that must 
be pondered over and pondered 
over and pondered over, not the 
type to be praised from begin- 
ning to end. The idea was, per- 
haps, in itself moving, and that’s 
not the center of my criticism. 
But the manner in which it was 
presented is. There were two 
main actors (so to speak) who 
floated around in a plane, and 
cruised around in an old beat- 
up, outdated car. Mark (Mark 
Frechette) swoops down in his 
stolen plane and courts Daria 
(Daria Halprin) while she is 
cruising through the desert. He 
runs out of fuel and just happens

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to meet Daria, and decides-to 
hitch a ride with her. She is 
the only one around in the first 
place, except for a wrinkled old 
hermit, who for some strange 
reason doesn’t quite appeal to 
Mark. So BANG! *@** They find 
each other, with a s]ight bit of 
help from the director, make a 
sickening attempt at love in the 
dusty, white river beds of Death 
Valley, and part quite content. 
The sex scene does nothing to 
add to the virtue of the film (or 
what’s left of it), except maybe 
to please a few voyeurs. The love 
sequence employs several other 
young people who roll around in 
the dust and look like a bunch of 
clowns in stage make-up. Really, 
the theme of rebellion and brutal- 
ity is nearly worn out by news- 
papers and the like, why must 
we have to see it on the screen? 
And if we must why can’t we view 
it through the talents of a talented 
man? What Antonioni said in 
almost two hours, young people 
have been trying to find words 
for for a considerable amount of 
time. One is left with two choices; 
either the answer is extremely 
simple and we’ve been missing 
the point entirely, or Antonioni’s 
a gentleman with a few mis- 
conceptions as to correct an- 
swers, 

This was supposedly the direc- 
tor’s view of America and what’s 
happening to her. Maybe we have 
a messed up society, and maybe 
we’re loosing our moral stand- 
ards, but how does he know? And

what is one movie supposed to 
prove? Mr. Antonioni is a stran- 
ger seeing only a part of our 
culture, and explaining it in his 
own perverted manner. This film 
does no credit to his name. It’s 
his story of American society 
and its three sub-cultures: the 
violent young rebels, for whom 
the film pleads, the generation 
of the unconcerned, who find 
themselves in drugs and cold 
love aifairs; and the monopoliz- 
ing, capitalizing, plastic ‘‘older” 
generation. Is this America in 
its entirety? If it is, then there 
may be a few million people who 
will be moving very soon.

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“7,,’’ a French film depicting 
the causes of the Greek Military 
Revolution in 1963, is more than 
just a documentary film. It isa 
page out of history... 

Directed by Costa-Gavras, who 
fled Greece before the junta, Z 
explodes with visual impact on 
the screen. The film makes the 
viewer want to stand up and shout 
at the brutality and mass hysteria 
depicted so vividly score adds to 
the force of the film without 
drowning it out. An ironic foot- 
note. The composer of the score 
Mikis Theodorakis was impris- 
oned in Greece for participating 
in the film’s production. 


Basically, the story is about 
the murder of a deputy in charge 
of the Greek peace movement. 
As he is killed in front of hun- 
dreds of witnesses, no one ‘‘sees 
anything.’’ A young photographer 
on the scene records the incident 
and the reaction of the people in 
the crowd, At the same time an 
enterprising prosecutor tries to 
determine whether the death was 
a ‘thot under the collar killing’’ 
or if it was a conspiracy. As the 
story progresses the photograph- 
er joins forces with the prosecu- 
tor and together they proceed to 
contact and interview witnesses 
from the crowd, The observers 
seem to be systematically getting 
beat up before they can testify. 
This only feeds the flames of 
unrest growing inthe prosecutor, 
and instead of getting discouraged 
he becomes more aggressive in 
his inquest. Soon, he finds that the 
murder was a conspiracy formed 
in the high governmental esche- 
lons. Each general involved in the 
case is charged with pre-medi- 
tated murder and preparations 
for a trial are underway. What 
happens next would be unbeliev- 
able if this film were not true. 
But, the unjust triumphs over the 
just and the result is astonishing.

Time is rapidly growing short 
for filing applications for trans- 
fer admission to 4-year schools. 
This holds true for financial aid 
as well, that is, the deadline date 
for financial aid requests at most 
schools is usually sooner than the

If you are applying for finan- 
cial assistance from a specific 
school do not wait for an accept- 
ance notice from this school be- 
fore you do so.

The 
Parent’s Confidential Statement 
must be used in conjunction with 
any forms provided by a parti- 
cular school. The P,C.S, may be 
obtained in the counseling office. 

If you are planning to major in 
a specialized field (e.g. physical 
ed, physical therapy, etc.), you 
will usually have to transfer to 
a four-year school after com- 
pleting one year at N.E.C.C,, in 
order to receive a Baccalaureate 
degree in a four-year period. 

If you have not applied to any 
schools and wish to do so, please 
drop in to the counseling office 
as soon as possible to see one 
of us. 

If you are interested in further- 
ing your education, but are un- 
decided as to a major field of 
concentration, come in and dis- 
cuss it with us. 

If you have applied for admis- 
sion to some 4-year schools and 
need a dean’s recommendation 
for this school, please inform 
us.
